FINANCIERS LOOK 
FO* BIG UPHEAVAL 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23. (United 


Press.)—A financial crisis is aheart of \ 
the country, 
according 
to 
leading 


jankers of New York, which may bo 
one of the most serious situations the 
country has ever faced. 


There seems to be little doubt in 


the minds of Wall street leaders, 
judging from views expressed to a 
United Press reporter, but that tlwi 
crisis will take a decidedly political 
turn. Financiers expert the radic:.i 
elements among labor leadeis to mak" 
a stand for communism. 


While Wall street admits that there 


has been a perceptible slowing down 
on the part of moneyed interests,' 
bankers say they are confident of the 
outcome of the issue between labor 
and capital. 


"Capital is doing some 
watchful 


waiting," explained one vice-president, 
connected with one of the largest in- 
stitutions of the country. "Many of 
our clients are 
apprehensive. 
Some 


are scared. 


"Many wealthy interests no longer 


care about making money. For ex- 
ample, this morning a client was Hi 
here, a man who keeps a million dol- 
lar account with us. He had drawn 
no interest, and I asked him to wait a 
few minutes so that we might pay him 
what was due. 


"He didn't want it. 'What is. the 


use,' he replied. 'More money is simp- 
ly 
more taxes and more 
troubjc. 


Never 
mind the interest.' Similar 


lack °f interest in pushing develop^ 
ments is noticeable among most of 
ithe big interests." 


The crisis will be a good tonic for 


the country in that it will be a show- 
down and will end agitation, say tte 
bankers, who feel that the decision 
will be along the lines of "the democ- 
racy and freedom for which our fore- 
fathers fought," as one man put it. 


Wall street is j.repaiced or the crisis 


when it conies, and will be "nimble," 
to uSe the terms of finance. The bank- 
ers say the people of the country will 
be hardest hit, especially investors, if 
a drop in stocks comes. Wall street 
will not be especially hard dhit, ac- 
cording to predictions, since it does 
not hold the majority of .the securi- 
ties, contrary to the popular idea. 


The bankers point out that the pub- 


lic's idea of Wall street is a small 
group of banks which own- practically 
;all of the securities 'in the country. 
According to financiers, Wall street 
own very few securities, and is mere- 
ly an exchange for the savings banks 
of the country. Either the savings 
banks or small private investors Qwn 
by far the larger (part of American 
securities. The Pennsylvania railroad, 
with its one hundred thousand .stock- 
holders and the Santa Fe with its 
forty thousand owners, as well as 
many other large corporations, 
are 


cited as examples. 


In the United States, in the early 


days of the last century, a good beav- 
er hat became a kind of heirloom, 'and 
was handed down from father to son.

FINANCIERS LOOK 
FO* BIG UPHEAVAL 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23. (United 


Press.)—A financial crisis is aheart of \ 
the country, 
according 
to 
leading 


jankers of New York, which may bo 
one of the most serious situations the 
country has ever faced. 


There seems to be little doubt in 


the minds of Wall street leaders, 
judging from views expressed to a 
United Press reporter, but that tlwi 
crisis will take a decidedly political 
turn. Financiers expert the radic:.i 
elements among labor leadeis to mak" 
a stand for communism. 


While Wall street admits that there 


has been a perceptible slowing down 
on the part of moneyed interests,' 
bankers say they are confident of the 
outcome of the issue between labor 
and capital. 


"Capital is doing some 
watchful 


waiting," explained one vice-president, 
connected with one of the largest in- 
stitutions of the country. "Many of 
our clients are 
apprehensive. 
Some 


are scared. 


"Many wealthy interests no longer 


care about making money. For ex- 
ample, this morning a client was Hi 
here, a man who keeps a million dol- 
lar account with us. He had drawn 
no interest, and I asked him to wait a 
few minutes so that we might pay him 
what was due. 


"He didn't want it. 'What is. the 


use,' he replied. 'More money is simp- 
ly 
more taxes and more 
troubjc. 


Never 
mind the interest.' Similar 


lack °f interest in pushing develop^ 
ments is noticeable among most of 
ithe big interests." 


The crisis will be a good tonic for 


the country in that it will be a show- 
down and will end agitation, say tte 
bankers, who feel that the decision 
will be along the lines of "the democ- 
racy and freedom for which our fore- 
fathers fought," as one man put it. 


Wall street is j.repaiced or the crisis 


when it conies, and will be "nimble," 
to uSe the terms of finance. The bank- 
ers say the people of the country will 
be hardest hit, especially investors, if 
a drop in stocks comes. Wall street 
will not be especially hard dhit, ac- 
cording to predictions, since it does 
not hold the majority of .the securi- 
ties, contrary to the popular idea. 


The bankers point out that the pub- 


lic's idea of Wall street is a small 
group of banks which own- practically 
;all of the securities 'in the country. 
According to financiers, Wall street 
own very few securities, and is mere- 
ly an exchange for the savings banks 
of the country. Either the savings 
banks or small private investors Qwn 
by far the larger (part of American 
securities. The Pennsylvania railroad, 
with its one hundred thousand .stock- 
holders and the Santa Fe with its 
forty thousand owners, as well as 
many other large corporations, 
are 


cited as examples. 


In the United States, in the early 


days of the last century, a good beav- 
er hat became a kind of heirloom, 'and 
was handed down from father to son.
